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PAGENSTECHER RESIGNS. 


The Directorate of the International 
Loses an Able Member. 


Albrecht Pagenstecher, the Well Known Paper Manufacturer, 
Resigned Last Week as a Director of the International Paper 
Company Because of Differences of Opinion on Policy. 


It was announced last week that A. Pagenstecher, of the Manu- 
facturers Paper Company, had resigned as a director of the Inter- 
national Paper Company. Both companies have their head offices 
in New York and are large factors in the news market, one as the 
largest single producer of news paper in the country and the other 
represents a number of independent mills which manufacture a con- 
siderable quantity of paper. No official statement could be obtained 
from either company with reference to the reasons which caused 
Mr. Pagenstecher’s resignation. 

At the offices of the Manufacturers Paper Company it was said 
that Mr. Pagenstecher had gone to Germany on an extended trip, 
and that K. B. Fullerton, manager of the company, was out of town 
on business. Inquiry at the International Paper Company’s offices 
developed the fact that Mr. Chisholm was away and that C. W. 
Lyman, his assistant, was in Albany, N. Y. It is said that Mr. 
Pagenstecher had been for some time contemplating leaving the 
company, but that for various reasons he had deferred definite 
action. That he was dissatisfied with certain conditions existing at 
present in the company is given as one reason why he desired to 
sever his connection with the board. 

A proposition for the taking over of the Oxford Paper Company, 
it is said, was submitted recently to the board of directors of the 
International. It is also reported in connection with this proposi- 
tion that Mr. Pagenstecher opposed the proposed acquisition. Mr. 
Pagenstecher, although somewhat conservative in his ideas, is a 
very able business man. His many years’ experience as a paper 
manufacturer has given him a marvelous grasp of conditions as they 
exist today in the paper industry. His retirement from the board 
of International, it is said, will be a severe loss to the company in 
many ways. Mr. Pagenstecher has been a director of the company 
since it was first organized in January 1808. It is understood that 
he has not disposed of his holdings of stock in the company. 





The story of Mr. Pagenstecher’s resignation, as seen in the finan- 
cial ‘district and published in the Wall Street Journal, is as follows: 

“Albrecht Pagenstecher has resigned as a director of the Inter- 
national Paper Company. It is*understood that the resignation was 
due to a disagreement between President Chisholm and Mr. Pagen- 
stecher regarding the policy of the company. Although the resig- 
nation was handed in some time ago no official announcement was 
made of the fact, and the secretary of the company has so far de- 
clined to say anything about it. 

“Mr. Pagenstecher was one of the group of directors which 
several times during the past three years prevented the declaration 





of a dividend on the common stock. Certain interests in the com- 
pany whose tendencies were of a speculative nature, he alleges, have 
long sought to declare a dividend on the common stock in order to 
be able to make a market movement that would offer them a 
chance of selling large holdings of the stock that were accumu- 
lated above 30. 

“Mr. Pagenstecher has steadfastly refused to vote for such a dis- 
tribution on the ground that the earnings did not warrant it, an- 
nual reports to the contrary notwithstanding. Mr. Pagenstecher 
has also been out of sympathy with President Chisholm’s policy of 
constantly increasing the number and capacity of the company’s 
mills, although the price for paper was constantly falling on account 
of overproduction. 

“Mr. Pagenstecher will retain his stock holdings in the company, 
which he has held ever since its formation. He is one of the men 
who originally introduced the manufacture of paper out of pulp 
in this country, and he has large interests in many other mills and 
companies that have no connection with the International Paper 
Company.” 


Cotton Stalks Company to Begin Operations Next Season. 
ATLANTA, March, 17, 1907. —Harvie Jordan, president of the 
Southern Cotton Association, and also president of the Cotton 
Stalks Product Company, has received samples of paper made 
from the company’s experimental plant in Philadelphia. The 
samples are of wrapping paper. Mr. Jordan announces that the 
company will begin active operations by next season. 


Makers of White and Colored Tissue Form Association. 

The manufacturers of white and colored tissue paper held a 
meeting at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, on Wednesday of 
last week. The object of the meeting was to form an association 
to include only the manufacturers of these particular grades of tis- 
sue paper. The manufacturers of manila tissue paper were ex- 
cluded because it is claimed they have not maintained the advanced 
prices established recently. D. E. Harlan, of the Crystal Paper 
Company, Middletown, Ohio, was elected president of the new asso- 
ciation. No action was taken at the meeting on the question of a 
further advance in prices. 


High Water at Holyoke, Mass.

Hotyoxe, Mass., March 18, 1907.—The water in the Connecticut 
River began rising this morning materially, and a small amount 
of ice in the pond of the Holyoke Water Power Company went 
over the crest of the dam during the afternoon. Nearly all of the 
ice below the dam has gone below Holyoke, leaving the river quite 
free at this point. The indications are that the ice in the river will 
go over the dam early this week and that the mills on the third 
level canal will suffer from the high water flooding the wheel 
pits, as is usual at this time of the year. The mills have been 
troubled considerably this winter on account of low water, but 
there will be no restrictions issued for some weeks now, as the 
spring freshets will keep the river well up toward high water 
mark.

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MORE LABOR TROUBLES AT HOLYOKE? 


It Is Believed That the Revival of Eagle Lodge Will Later on 
Lead to a Demand for an Increase in Wages and 
: Shorter Hours—Another Strike Feared.

Horyoxe, Mass., March 18, 1907.—It is believed by some manu- 
facturers, who would as soon that their names did not appear 
in connection with the discussion, that a general demand for an 
increase in wages on the part of employees in the mills is not far 
‘distant. It is said that little events have transpired during the 
past winter that have made the mill men cautious of the future, 
and it is also stated, with more or less apparent soundness of 
reasoning, that manufacturers in this section will not undertake 
any works that they will be unable to complete without incon- 
venience or loss to themselves, provided ‘iat they did not see fit 
to grant the demands of the employees and a strike should ensue 
before their completion. It is said that the general business pros- 
perity of the country has, with other things, some within the 
circles of labor, caused a somewhat restless condition among a 
good per cent. of paper mill operatives. 

Your informant states that one reason for this condition of 
affairs in the ranks of the employees is that there has been no 
general uniform increase in wages in the mills, while recently 
there was a general increase in the price of paper; but he adds 
that there is hardly a mill hand in western New England who 
has not been given an increase in wages in one form or another 
since the “big strike” in this city, and the conditions granted the 
operatives by the Holyoke mills then were acceded to by all 
the mills in western New England. In the matter of labor and 
wages, at least, it is generally conceded that what is granted by 
the Holyoke mills will be given by the mills outside of the city. 

It is reported that some of the more prominent men in con- 
nection with the newly revived labor organizations in this city 
have discussed quite informally conditions that in their opinion 
should be improved for the benefit of the employees. No attempt 
has as yet been made to bring the matter of presenting a state- 
ment to the various companies or to any company before the 
unions in regular form. It is stated that while the question of 
wages has been discussed more or less freely, the more im- 
portant question is the shortening of the hours of labors and that 
it when the matter is formally taken up the mills can be per- 
suaded to adopt a shorter day, with the same rate of pay as at 
present, the men will be sufficiently satisfied. There is, however, 
a number of employees in the mills who would like to seé the 
wage scale brought up so that the minimum wages for any em- 
ployee would be $1.50 a day. The tour workers have talked freely 
of eight hour shifts since they were first put in force by some 
of the mills outside of Holyoke. If the fine writing mills of this 
city should adopt the three shifts, members of the lodge say 
that the local manufacturers would expect that all of the fine 
mills in the country would do the same, and it is understood that 
there are a large number of mills, if not all, that are opposed 
to eight hour tours at present. Another source of information 
states that the unions will not likely take any action in present- 
ing requests to the mills before next year. 

While no official confirmation can, of course, be had, it is stated 
that the officers of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers 
have never been satisfied with the ending of the last strike in 
the Holyoke mills, it being a defeat for the men all along the line, 
and that they are desirous of aiding the men to regain in some 
way the wages that were lost in that strike. Whether the higher 
officers would sanction the presentation of any radical demands 
to the Holyoke manufacturers in the immediate future is an open 
question. The information obtained by Secretary Mellor while 


he was in this city recently has, of course, been presented to the 
higher officers, and will have a considerable bearing upon their 
future action. The international body is said to be very favor- 
able to the establishing of a strong lodge in Holyoke and is aid- 
ing in the revival of Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers, with a view 
of being better able to protect the interests of the operatives. 

A person well acquainted with the trade in every particular 
is of the opinion that the work now being done in perfecting the 
organization of labor in Holyoke is a step preliminary to the 
filing of a request with the paper manufacturers for better con- 
ditions for the employees, not only in the matter of pay but also 
of hours of labor and other conditions under which the labor is 
performed; that the situation will be gone over thoroughly with 
the employees by the unions before any step is taken and that 
the men will be prepared to sustain their requests by a strike 
or the stopping of work, if satisfactory concessions are not made 
by the companies. When this is done it is for the manufacturers 
to decide just what they can grant, but should the grant not 
be sufficient to satisfy the unions it is feared that plans are be- 
ing made for a strike, which, if declared, would mean practically 
a recurrence of the events of the last strike, as it is stated the 
mills would be closed entirely or run on such help as could be 
procured until such time as the strikers desired to return to 
work, 

Regardless of the future action of the parties in interest, it 
is to be sincerely hoped that the men behind the movement to 
reorganize Eagle Lodge will use every effort to secure adjust- 
ments of any grievances without a strike, and it is earnestly 
hoped that Holyoke will not witness during the coming summer 
another strike in its paper mills. It is stated that some of the 
effects of the last strike have not as yet been eradicated. Official 
confirmation of any of the propositions or statements made here 
cannot, of course, be obtained either from the manufacturers or 
labor men, but there is a general “feeling” abroad that “trouble 
is brewing,” but it is hoped by the city in general that it will not 
“brew.” Ferry. 


District of Columbia Paper Mfg. Co. Can Now Expand. 


The District of Columbia Paper Manufacturing Company, of 
Washington, D. C., has recently purchased the balance of the land 
in the square in which the company’s buildings are located. With 
the space in the entire square at last in its possession the company 
will now go ahead with long delayed enlargements and improve- 
ments, 

On the ground just acquired the company proposes to erect a 
four story concrete building, running entirely through the square, 
and also a new boiler house and pump house. The following new 
machinery will be installed:.A 250 horse power modern steam 
plant, equipped with automatic stokers; three new iron tub beat- 
ing engines, one rotary rag boiler, one 62 inch cylinder wet ma- 
chine, one new 175 horse power water wheel, one screen, one 
rag duster, etc. 

As mostly rag stock will in the future be used at the mill, this 
new equipment will put it in especially good shape. 

The whole plant of the District of Columbia Paper Manufactur- 
ing Company is under the direct charge of D. A. Smith, the gen- 
eral manager, who has had entire charge of the mill since it was 
started up. All branches of the business come under Mr. Smith’s 
control, including the sales department. In the latter the recent 
resignation of J. G. Howland renders it necessary for the com- 
pany to secure angther salesman to succeed him in that capacity.

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PHILADELPHIA TRADE DINNER. 


The Third Annual Banquet of the Philadelphia Paper Trade 
Association Was the Most Successful Yet Held By That 
Organization—Good Fellowship and an Excellent Menu.

PHILADELPHIA, March 18, 1907.—In its warmth of real good 
fellowship, in the excellence of the menu and the snap and bright- 
ness of its addresses, but most of all in the representativeness of 
the guests whose presence bespoke a united trade in Philadel- 
phia and fraternity with the sister cities of New York and Balti- 
more and elsewhere, the third annual banquet of the Paper Trade 
Association of Philadelphja, now pleasantest of trade memories, 
won a success such as could only be possible after the triumphs 
of its two preceding celebrations. 

To witness the bright, jolly and jubilating crowd, a hundred 
strong, which gathered in the Red Room of the Bellevue-Stratford 
on Thursday evening last, and remained there during a whole 
evening of song and speechmaking and feasting until another day 
was born, was forever to give the lie to the croakers of early 
days who, when trade association was suggested as a good thing, 
spoke dismally of the impossibility of ever establishing cordial 
relationship among the trade. But the impossibility of those days 
has been accomplished. The City of Brotherly Love has a paper 
trade association organized and perpetuated in that spirit, and 
its third birthday feast was one of good fellowship in its best 
estate. 

About the four tables arranged as a great letter E in the gor- 
geously appointed Red Room sat almost 100 representatives, lead- 
ers of the trade in Philadelphia. As guests some of the lead- 
ers of the trade in other cities were present. In harmony with 
the decorations of the room, the color note of the lovely floral 
display was also a warm, cheery red. It was shown in masses 
of red rhododendrons and was reflected here and there along 
the snowy table by bunches of roses, tulips and carnations. 

After a happy social hour while the guests were gathering, the 
diners entered the banqueting room, where for two hours songs 
and good stories told of the good fellowship which prevailed. But 
when coffee cups were drained and cigars lighted an expectant 
hush fell on the group as President Sinex arose and said: 

“IT rejoice to see the very great attendance this occasion has 
brought out. Indeed, I was somewhat prepared for it, for I could 
not help observing that our meetings during the last two months 
were steadily growing larger. Perhaps there is a suggestion here 
of what occurs in the Sunday schools when Christmas draws 
near. Be that as it may, it surely is a fact that our association 
was never on a firmer foundation than it is at the present time. 
Of the foundation of individual members I shall, of course, say 
nothing. Let me add that much of the success which I know 
you must all feel we are having tonight has been due to our hard- 
working secretary, the modest Mr. Holten, and to the banquet 
committee, the equally modest Mr. Huff.” 

In presenting the first speaker, the venerable Edward J. Cattell, 
from whose store of scholarship and fund of travel experiences 
the association was entertained on previous celebrations, Mr. 
Sinex good naturedly pointed out that “this very old man, this 
white haired patriarch, is a school boy friend and companion 
who is just one year younger than I am.” 

Mr. Cattell preluded his address by a string of excellent stories 
—of the drowning man who called “Good Lord, good Devil” in 
succession, not knowing into whose hands he would come if not 
rescued, and of the death of a chameleon which could simulate 
a red cloth when placed thereon and a green cloth when changed 
to it, but which gave up in despair when placed on a piece of 
Scotch plaid. 

“Just like a paper manufacturer trying to match colors,” called 





out someone. The laugh which followed showed how well the 
mark had been hit. 

A treat that was long anticipated was given when Toastmaster 
Sinex presented Robert M. Fry, head salesman with the Huff 
Paper Company and lately distinguished as one of the very few 
reform common councilmen to be successful at the polls. Mr. 
Fry on the first Monday of April will take his seat as the rep- 
resentative in the lower house of the municipal legislature. 

“I have often seen many handsome rag doll babies,” he said, 
“but tonight for the first time have I seen paper men of the 
first order of attractiveness.’ Mr. Fry then favored the audi- 
ence with his humorous recitation dealing with “Jiners’—good 
fellows who assume membership in every organization, secret and 
otherwise, which is proposed. The audience was frequently con- 
vulsed, 

“A gentleman from the rural districts of Pennsylvania, meaning 
the village of New York,” and the “papa of the National Paper 
Trade Association” was then announced, and when J. E. Linde 
arose he replied in turn: 

“Mr. President and Children—Your papa acknowledges the 
responsibility he feels. Always when the banquet draws to a 
close and the time for post-prandial remarks draws close he feels 
very nervous if he has been unfortunate enough to have been 
warned that he is expected to say something. When Joseph Cham- 
berlain was a guest at a notable banquet, one, therefore, which 
must have been something like this one, the toastmaster, wishing 
to be considerate, said: ‘Will it please your Excellency to speak 
now or is it your wish that the guests should enjoy themselves 
a little longer?’ 

“I know that you all feel that trade associations have been 
and are a great benefit, individually and collectively. Let me 
direct your attention to a few recent happenings: When the 
manufacturers took certain action regarding broken reams the 
National Association at once took up the matter. I am pleased 
to say that when the attention of Crane & Co. was called to the 
matter by telephone, this firm at once agreed to give terms which 
gave the jobbers a profit, and other manufacturers of high grade 
ledgers did the same. By standing together we were all better 
off. I am, therefore, delighted that we are constantly drawing 
nearer. And in this connection let me add that since reference 
has been made to the papa of the National Association, your treas- 
urer, Mr. Huff, is certainly entitled to be called the mother of 
the Philadelphia association. 

“When the manufacturers of writing papers decided to reduce 
the discount from 3 to 2 per cent., the association was able to 
save the jobbers a profit, and similarly it secured the extra 5 
per cent. discount on high grade flats. The pittance that is paid 
as dues into the coffers of the association is insignificant com- 
pared to the benefits which the association has been able to 
secure.” 

T. James Fernley held the closest attention of every guest as 
he took up the great question of cost and of profit. He first 
spoke of the National Hardware Association, which has enrolled 
190 out of the 195 strictly jobbing firms of the country and of 
the retail association, which has a membership of some 10,000 
firms. 

“Co-operation, not competition, is now acknowledged to be the 
life of trade,” he said. He neatly illustrated the fact by the 
story of a lad with a candle who at first begrudged his fellow 
a light, but afterward when he gave it was surprised to find that 
his own candle did not burn less brightly, and that the darkness 
was more dispersed by the two lights than by his own single 
light. Yes, friendly competition yields better kinds of profit than 
vindictive competition,” he continued. “Vindictive competition 
is not possible in an organization of good fellowship.” 

Then he took up the vital question of cost price and profit.

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U. S. SUPREME COURT WILL HEAR CASE. 


The Suit for Infringement of a Patented Bag Machine Has Been 
Appealed by the Continental Paper Bag Company— 
Union Bag and Paper Company Real Plaintiff.

Wasurincron, D. C., March 19, 1907.—In the case of the Con- 
tinental Paper Bag Company versus the Eastern Paper Bag Com- 
pany, carried to the United States Supreme Court by the former 
on an application for a writ of certiorari, compelling a review 
of the case by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
First Circuit, the appeal has been granted. 

This case is based on the alleged infringement of letters patent 
on an alleged improvement in machinery to be used in the manu- 
facturing of paper bags, and was based on a question which, it 
is stated, has never been passed upon by the United States Su- 
preme Court, namely: Does equity have jurisdiction of a bill 
of complaint which is based on alleged infringement of a paper 
patent, the invention covered by whigh has long and always and 
unreasonably been held in non-use by all the owners of the patent, 
instead of being made beneficial to the art to which it belongs? 

Still another point of law called into question is: Where the 
patent sued on is not a pioneer patent, and does not embody a 
primary invention, but only an improvement on the prior art, 
and defendant’s machine can be differentiated, the charge of in- 
fringement cannot be maintained. 

It is claimed that the element of non-use is involved in this 
paper bag machine case, because the patent upon which the 
case is based was granted April 28, 1896, to the Eastern Paper 
Bag Company itself, and because the suit against the Continental 
Paper Bag Company was not brought until October, roo01, and 
because the invention had been held in non-use during all these 
years; the invention continued to be held in such non-use up to 
the present time, with the exception that one machine was built 
in 1904 for the purpose of carrying on the litigation, although it 
is claimed that even that one machine has never been used com- 
mercially, and probably never will be so used. 

It is claimed that the element of unreasonability of non-use 
in this case is really as clear as the element of non-use, although 
it may be disputed. AF 2:

He pointed out clearly that every expense not exclusively a part 
of the merchandise account must be added to the expense ac- 
count. “Cost,” he declared with emphasis, “is the price of mer- 
chandise as it leaves the warehouse, not the price at which it 
comes in,” meaning that the price paid by the jobber, plus the 
freight, did not represent cost, but this price, plus the expenses 
of salaries, insurance, rent, depreciation, uncollected bills, etc., 
alone represented cost upon which selling price was to be cal- 
culated. 

“The lessons we have learned as a jobbers’ association,” he con- 
cluaed, “is that moral suasion will accomplish fair treatment by 
the manufacturers. They will not respect a demand, but they 
will not refuse a respectful request.” 

The audience was then entertained by a recitation by R. J. 
Hofner, of the Garrett-Buchanan Company, at the conclusion of 
which Mr. Hofner gracefully presented to Morgan H. Thomas 
a silver rattle for his first born. Three cheers for the little man 
were led by A. Clarence Holland, and there were sallies of wit 
from many members, the grave Mr. Linde himself rising to sug- 
gest that no longer the eagle but the stork was the typical Ameri- 
can bird, “because the stork delivers the goods.” 





Very gravely did Toastmaster Sinex sentence Mr. Thomas to 
visit Gloucester on June 31 and there spread a dinner of planked 
shad in recognition of his paternity. 

President B. F. Bond, of the Baltimore association, expressed 
his pleasure that he had caught the enthusiasm of a live, hustling 
paper trade association, and declared the evening would be an 
inspiration to him in his association duties in the Monumental 
City. National Corresponding Secretary W. C. Ridgway humor- 
ously regretted “that last year I prepared a beautiful speech, but 
was not called upon, and this year I prepared no speech and 
now have been asked to say something.” Because of the late- 
ness of the hour he said he would defer his remarks, but he was 
convinced that when the National Paper Trade Association was 
fourteen years old, as Mr. Fernley had said the National Hard- 
ware Association was, he would be able to tell as good a story 
of results attained as Mr. Fernley had been able to narrate. 

The last address was made by Thomas R. Fort, Jr., of the 
Thomas W. Price Company. It was a thoughtful dissertation on 
trade associations whose object “was not to let each other know 
more about the other fellow’s business, but to let all know about 
the business of all generally for mutual good.” 

“We are all in a good, clean, respectful, straightforward busi- 
ness,” he said, “and therefore we are entitled to legitimate profits. 
I know you will understand when I tell you that when we were 
fitting up the warehouse at 503 Minor street I asked one of my 
best customers to express an opinion. He asked me why I did 
this, and I replied calmly, ‘Why because you are going to pay for 
these improvements.’ Of course, I explained that what was meant 
was that every customer necessarily had to pay a proportionate 
share of the cost of doing business.” 

When the dinner ended every diner carried away with him the 
sentiment uttered as good night was said. It was: “Work as 
though you expected to live forever; live as though you expected 
to die tomorrow.”

The Paper Association of New York City Re-elects Its Old 
Board of Officers With One Exception—New Members 
Elected and Report of Secretary George F. Perkins, Jr. 


The annual meeting of the Paper Association of New York City 
was held at the Arkwright Club, New York, on Thursday of last 
week. An excellent luncheon preceded the meeting. In the ab- 
sence of President W. E. Ebbets, who was ill, E. E. Wright, first 
vice president, presided. The following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: W. E. Ebbets, president; E. E. Wright, first 
vice president; R. L. Hutchinson, treasurer, and George F. Per- 
kins, Jr., secretary. The only new officer elected was F. W. Wil- 
son, second vice president. Mr. Wilson succeeds Maurice O'Meara, 
Sr., as second vice president and director, Mr. O’Meara having de- 
clined a renomination. Spencer Lathrop and E. E. Wright were 
also re-elected directors for another term. 

After the usual routine affairs of the association had been at- 
tended to a resolution was passed authorizing President Ebbets to 
appoint an outing committee. This corhmittee will arrange for the 
summer outing, which will be held the latter part of June. Conrow 
Brothers, of Beekman street, and Parsons Brothers, 257 Broadway, 
were elected to membership in the association. The secretary’s re- 
port shows that the association is in excellent condition financially. 
The claims bureau of the association handled fewer cases during 
the year, but in the aggregate the totals were about the same. Only 
fifteen out of a total of forty-two members made use of the bureau. 
The secretary's report follows : 


Report of the Secretary. 


The year just passed has shown a steady growth in the work of 
the association in all‘its branches. 

The membership at the time of the last annual meeting was 
thirty-nine, and of that number only one has resigned. Four houses 
have been elected to membership, making a total membership at 
the present time of forty-two. 

The members elected during the year are as follows: R. L. 
Green Paper Company, Providence, R. I.; Bassett & Sutphin, 45 
Beekman street, New York; White & Lane, 111 Reade street, New 
York, and W. H. Critchley, 33 Rose street, New York. 

The meetings have been more interesting than ever before, and 
the only matter of regret is that the average attendance bas not 
increased. The regular attendants at these meetings are the ones 
who are getting the greatest benefits from the association, and 
it would seem from their enthusiasm that it would pay all members 
to make an experiment by attending three or four of the regular 
monthly meetings. 

The same may also be said relative to the work of the credit 
bureau. Delinquents are being reported in greater numbers than 
ever, but the houses reporting such delinquents have not increased. 
However, the number of members making inquiries has increased, 
and it would seem therefrom that the value of this bureau had 
grown.

PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 


BARBER AND MITCHELL AGREEING. 


The Former, It Is Reported, Will Transfer Control of the Amer- 
ican Straw Board Company to the Latter—Mr. Barber 
Wants a Retraction of the Charges Made Against Him. 


The differences which have existed between O. C. Barber and the 
new management of the United Box Board and Paper Company 
since the latter secured control of the company at the annual meet- 
ing will be finally adjusted this week, accofding to an unofficial 
statement given out by one of the officers of the company. It is 
stated that Mr. Barber has acquiesced in the terms of President 
Mitchell, and that control of the American Straw Board Company 
will be transferred to the Mitchell management in a few days. 

It is said that Mr. Barber has asked for a full retraction of the 
various charges made against him in regard to the management of 
the affairs of the United during the Mitchell campaign for control 
of the company. President Mitchell, it is understood, has practi- 
cally agreed to grant this request. A conference will be held this 
week between Mr. Barber and President Mitchell, at which time 
the terms of settlement will be disctissed and signatures affixed. 
Mr. Fleming will also retire as first vice president in a short time, 
he having only agreed to remain as an official of the company for 
a limited period in order to assist the new management in rear- 
ranging the company’s affairs. 

It is the intention of the new management to move the offices 
of the company to Chicago in the near future because certain Chi- 
cago interests are large holders of stock in the company, and also 
that the new officers and board of directors are mostly. Chicago 
men. 


Box Boards Again Advanced. 

The members of the Box Board Manufacturers’ Association held 
another meeting in New York on Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
of last week. This is the second one that has been held within 
the past two weeks, the previous meeting having been adjourned 
to await the final settlement of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company difficulties. Assurances that the new management of the 
United company and Mr. Barber had finally agreed to settle their 
differences were more or less gratifying to the members, as it was 
feared at the previous meeting that the United Box Board and 
Paper Company might withdraw from the association. 

The manufacturers by a unanimous vote agreed upon 4 further 
advance of $2 per ton on pulp, white patent coated and combination 
boards. The new prices became effective on Saturday last. The 
next regular quarterly meeting of the association will be held in 
June. 


Lessee of Limits Must Build Pulp or Paper Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Toronto, Canada, March 18, 1907.—The tender of a syndicate, 
headed by Charles Millar, barrister, of Toronto, for the lease 
of the North Temiskaming pulp limit, has been accepted by the 
Government of the Province of Ontario. In addition to under- 
taking to carry out the general conditions under which the lease 
will be granted, the syndicate offered a bonus of $40,000, and 
a marked check for that amount accompanied their tender. This 
was the largest bonus offered by the several parties who sent 
in tenders in response to public advertisement. 

The limit is in the Nipissing district, north of Lake Temiskaming, 
in unsurveyed territory, and contains some 900 square miles of 
land. In addition to the bonus the successful tenderers pay dues 
of 40 cents a cord for spruce and 20 cents a cord for other pulp 
wood cut. The wood to be cut is confined to spruce, poplar or 
whitewood and banksian or jack pine, 8 inches and upward in 
diameter. The tenderers must build within the limit or at some 
other place approved by the Government a pulp or pulp and paper 


mill, costing with equipment not less than $250,000, to operate 
the same so that the daily output shall be not less than 30 tons, 
and at least seventy-five hands shall be kept employed for ten 
months in every year. 

The sum of $250,000 mentioned is to be expended as follows: 
Seventy-five thousand dollars in each of the first two years, 
and the remainder during the third year. The cutting of the 
pulp wood may begin as soon as the first $75,000 has been ex- 
pended. The wood cut on the territory is not to be exported 
or sold or disposed of “to any person or persons,” but to be used 
only for supplying the mill or mills referred to. The right to 
cut the puip wood is given for twenty-one years only, and the 
title to the land remains vested in the Crown. 

One of the most important of the clauses in the conditions 
agreed to reads: “Failure to erect the mill or mills and make 
the required expenditure within the time specified shall entail for- 
feiture of the right to cut pulp wood and the bonus for the 
same.” Zz 


Governor Hughes Hears About Water Pollution. 


Avpany, N. Y., March 19, 1907.—A special hearing was held 
here on Thursday of last week before Governor Hughes in re- 
gard to the alleged pollution of the Au Sable River and the Ka- 
yaderosseras Creek. The mills of the J. & J. Rogers Company 
are complained of in connection with the former, and one of the 
mills of the Union Bag and Paper Company as the cause of the 
pollution in the creek, ‘ 

Representatives of various organizations interested in the preser- 
vation of the Adirondacks were in attendance, together with officers 
and counsel of the paper companies. 

Owners of property along the Au Sable River said that the river 
had virtually been turned into a sewer by the pulp mill, which 
they said annually dumped over 60,000,000 pounds of refuse into 
it. This pollution extends, according to the committee of the 
Merchants’ Association, through the Au Sable Chasm, one of the 
most beautiful spots in the Adirondacks, and along the shores of 
Lake Champlain. 

Counsel for the pulp mill declared that the company has been 
experimenting with a refuse disposal plant, and was now dis- 
posing of 45 per cent. of its refuse. He asked tha Governor not 
to issue an executive order in the matter, saying that the mill 
would be able to make a ten year contract with the disposal com- 
pany to take care of all its refuse. 

Governor Hughes then remarked: “I suppose that if they could 
dispose of their waste for ten years there would be no necessity 
for an order.” But counsel for the mill would not assure the 
Governor definitely that this would be done. 

Frank Whelan, the attorney representing the farmers along 
Kayaderosseras Creek, said that the pollution of its waters by the 
refuse dumped into it by the Union Bag and Paper Company was 
similar to that described by the landowners along the Au Sable 
River. He said that President Roosevelt, when he was Governor 
of the State, had ordered the mills along the stream to cease pol- 
luting its waters by dumping their refuse into it. In the case of 
the Union Bag and Paper Company the order, he said, had never 
been complied with. 

Edgar G. Barratt, vice president of the Union Bag and Paper 
Company, said that the present officers of the company had never 
heard of the Roosevelt order. He added that it was impossible 
to dispose of the refuse of the mill in any other way than by dump- 
ing it in the stream. 

The waters of both of these rivers were described as being 
“black as ink” and unfit for either bathing or drinking purposes. 
The Governor was told that the water was full of smudge, slime 
and wood pulp and a variety of vegetable life of rank odor, “much 
of which was dead and undergoing all stages of putrefaction.”

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MARKET STRONG, DESPITE ADVANCES. 


While There Was a Temporary Let-up in the Demand Late 
Last Week, Due to New Advances, the Call for 
All Grades Is Again Strong. 


That the demand for paper has shown a slight depression 
during the week and in fact during the past ten days is the 
general opinion of the more conservative dealers in the New 
York market. This condition, they say, has developed since the 
last general advance in prices. While none of them feel alarmed 
over the situation, they advance as a reason for the supposed 
slump in business that consumers in general believe the up- 
ward march in prices has about reached the highest point and 
that by holding off for a short time prices may sag a little, 
with the result that orders can be placed at a lower figure than 
prevails at this time. The speculative element in the jobbing 
trade also admits that trade was a little dull for a few days 
this week, but it attaches no particular significance to the fact 
that business was a little “off.” e claim is made that this 
depressive period has followed every general advance in prices, 
but that it has always been of short duration. Those of the 
jobbers who do not maintain their own delivery trucks have been 
greatly annoyed by a very inadequate delivery service. In ad- 
dition to this trouble supplies from the mills are arriving very 
slowly. The railroads have not as yet relieved the general 
freight congestion very much. The manufacturers have not noticed 
any depression in the present demand. All the mills are re- 
ported in full operation, with the exception of those that are 
temporarily hampered by a shortage of raw materials or power. 
The manufacturers in northern New York and the New Eng- 
land States are expecting the spring freshets shortly. This will 
give the mills an abundance of water. To offset the statement 
that business has fallen off, some of the manufacturers are con- 
templating again advancing prices, in order to arrest the demand 
for a short time if possible. Orders have been piling up until 
quite a number of the mills are at a loss to know what action 
to take. A number have refused to accept new business at any 
price, so that they can regulate what they have already booked. 
Another advance on certain box board specialties may be an- 
nounced this week. The book and bag manufacturers are, it is 
said, preparing to make a further advance in the near future. 
The scarcity of news paper still continues and additional sup- 
plies can only be obtained at a high figure. The other grades 
reflect the exact market conditions in the firmness with which 
present quotations are being maintained. F 


Pleased With Market Conditions at Holyoke.

In general business with the mills in this section has been quite 
satisfactory, and all of the mills are running on full time and 
with a surplus of orders in hand, if such could be the case. Manu- 
facturers are fairly well pleased over the condition of the markets, 
and have found ample justification in their belief that orders would 
not diminish if prices were advanced, as they were, the first of 
the year. It is reported that trade has somewhat brightened in all 
lines, and that there has been a material stiffening in medium 
priced goods and in some lines of the finer grades of writings. 
There is a feeling of satisfaction among the local manufacturers 
that the spring trade is to be fully equal in volume to that handled 
last year. 

The mills of the American Writing Paper Company have all had 
a good supply of orders the past week, and the various division 


managers have been kept fairly active in getting the transportation 
companies to deliver the finished goods to the consumer and the 
raw materials to the mills on time. So far as the mills are con- 
cerned orders have been tuned out promptly and in good shape. 

The Crocker-McElwain Company has had a satisfactory busi- 
ness, and the mill has been run to its capacity. The business 
handled by the company thus far this year shows a healthy gain 
over last year, as was to be expected. 

The Carew Manufacturing Company, at South Hadley Falls, 
reports a fine trade. The mill is being run full, and there are 
orders on hand for future delivery. The Hampshire mill, the sister 
mill of the Carew, has filled a satisfactory number of orders for 
its bond papers. 

Business with the Chemical Paper Company is quite active, and 
all grades of paper made at the mill are reported as selling well. 

The Parsons Paper Company reports a satisfactory business in 
its ledgers and bond papers. The demand for ledger papers has 
brightened somewhat. 

There has been the usual amount of business handled by the 
Berkshire County mills, all of them having orders enough on hand 
to keep the mills busy for some time. There has been a steady 
demand for the finer grades of ledger papers. 

The milder weather of the past week has done much to cheer 
the manufacturer, who has been patiently waiting for some signs 
of spring in this section, and at last “the early ones” have donned 
their light top coats in appreciation of the influx of orders and 
to coax the belated ones along. Ferry. 


A Good Volume of Business in Boston.

Reports from city paper dealers continue of the same tenor as so 
often quoted of late, the jobbing distribution being quite active. 
Every dealer claims to be handling a good volume of business. 
Store trade is particularly good, and while this business is made 
up of small orders, they are so numerous that everybody is kept 
busy looking after the filling of them. Such business dealers can 
meet right from stock, and it pays a good profit. Large orders 
that depend upon shipments from the mills for the filling are not 
so quickly disposed of, and they cause more or less annoyance. 
A city jobber mentioned today of receiving last week a carload 
of paper that was billed out by a New York mill early in January. 
But then such interruptions to railroad transportation have been 
quite general for a month or two. The local representative of a 
New England mill, running on combination and patent coated 
boards, advises his city trade today of a withdrawal of quota- 
tions, which, of course, means an advance in prices. New Eng- 
land mills generally are well supplied with orders, so much so 
that very few out of town mill salesmen are met with in trade cir- 
cles of late, and those few visiting the city don’t seem to be look- 
ing for orders. Just at present trade conditions favor the manu- 
facturers, their mills being run to full capacity, with better prices 
for the product and a good outlook for the immediate future.

Prices at Ottawa Have an Upward Tendency. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, March 19, 1907.—The pulp and paper manufacturers 
of Ottawa and district are suffering from a dearth of wood. 
Such a condition was, of course, expected, but the situation is 
more intensified than usual. The pulp makers have exhausted 
the scant supply of wood that was taken out last summer and 
are just now beginning to feel the effects of the unprecedented 
low water of 1906. No relief can come till the rivers open up. 
This means that the trade will be in a critical condition for five 
or six weeks. The large manufacturers do not fear a perma- 
nent shortage of wood, as large quantities have been taken out 
of the pulp forests this winter, and if driving conditions are 
good in the summer there will be plenty to feed the mills. 

An upward tendency is noted in prices of paper. One large 
representative paper maker has raised his prices on every brand 


from 5 to 10 per cent. Paper bags are, however, selling cheap. 
There is more competition in this line than any other. Prices 
are being cut to such an extent that manufacturers declare bags 
are sold at less than the cost of the paper required to make 
them. These bags are offered by some makers in competition 
with Ottawa and vicinity at a much lower figure than is ruling 
in the United States for the same article. The manufacturers 
here contend that taking quality, size and weight into account 
the bags on this side are equal to those of the other side. 

The Hull and Ottawa pulp and paper industry was never worse 
crippled for lack of water power. The Chaudiere cataract has 
gone so low that all the factories are running by auxiliary plants. 
At the E. B. Eddy works it is noted that part of the paper mill, 
the match factory, indurated ware and wood and pail branches 
are operated by supplementary power. When water is normal 
the river is sufficient to turn all this machinery. In order to 
supply the deficiency the Eddy Company has called into commis- 
sion electricity, steam, gas, gasoline and denatured alcohol. 

That Hull is becoming the Holyoke of Canada was made the 
more apparent this week when the Bank of Montreal showed 
its appreciation of the commercial importance of the city by 
purchasing an expensive site beside the Eddy works for a new 
branch bank of a very extensive character. The paper and its 
allied industries have raised Hull to this prominence. The new 
bank and the Eddy offices will occupy a whole block. G. 


Watab Mill to Start Up This Week.

Prices on Leather Board Advanced. 


Prices of leather board have been advanced, and this advance 
will be followed by a corresponding advance in the price of heels 
and counters in which leather board is used. The ninimum ad- 
vance amounts to $6 per ton. Other advances are larger. Leather 
board is not only high in price, but it is difficult to get, even at 
the advanced market quotations. Dealers in leather board say 
that there has been a great increase in the demand for leather 
board during the past two years or since the price of real leather 
has been steadily climbing. Manufacturers are ambitious to put 
more leather board and less solid leather into their shoes. Leather 
board would have been advanced a year ago had it not been 
for the hot competition that existed among leather board makers. 
During the past year conditions in the leather board industry 
have changed, and the demand for leather board has steadily 
increased.

BIG FLOOD IN MIAMI VALLEY. 


One of the Most Serious Floods in the History of the Valley 
Descended Late Last Week—Many Industries Crippled 
For a Few Days—All Mills Running Again.

Dayton, Ohio, March 19, 1907.—One of the most serious floods 
in the history of the Miami Valley descended the latter part of 
last week, and for atime put most of the down the valley mills 
out of business.

Most of the paper manufacturers have protection against these 
floods, but not since 1898 had they been inconvenienced so much 
as during the recent freshet. The Jatuary flood, during which 
property interests were so seriously involved in the Cincinnati 
district, was not to be compared with the March flood. In Cin- 
cinnati there was not as much damage, and much of this fol- 
lowed during the present week, the Ohio River reaching its high- 
est point Tuesday.

At first only a couple of mills were affected, 
but in another 24 hours every mill in the “Paper City’ had been 
either flooded or was compelled to suspend operations because 
of encroaching waters.

Rosin Sizing. 


Various questions on the above subject having been addressed 
by a member to the German Association of Paper Chemists, under 
the title of “Verein der Zellstoff-und Papier Chemiker,” the busi- 
ness manager of that body has published answers, which are re- 
produced by the Papier Zeitung: 

One question was whether a higher temperature is required in 
the drying cylinders when rosin soap is used, containing a good 
deal of free rosin, than in the case of a sizing with a limited 
percentage of that ingredient. In the absence of tests specially 
bearing on this point an affirmative opinion is expressed. At the 
same time it is admitted that this fact may be due less to the actual

proportion of free rosin than to certain subsidiary effects, which 
in such cases require a greater degree of heat in order to arrive at 
firmness in the size. 

In view, however, of the time required for heating, depending

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THE ADVERSE SHIPPING CONDITIONS. 


The Car Shortage Continues to Hamper Business, as It Affects 
Both the Receipt of the Raw Materials and the Delivery 
of the Finished Product—No Relief in Sight. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NraGara Fatts, N. Y., March 18, 1907.—What is the condition 
of the trade at the present time and how does it compare with 
ten years ago, I asked a well known paper maker who is turning 
out news in large quantities not many miles from the falls. 

“Just now we are bothered more with shipments than anything 
else,” answered the paper maker, and I could see that his mind was 
running on getting his paper to market and was up against it 
pretty hard. “Some time ago I shipped a carload of paper to the 
West, and we waited one week, two weeks and three weeks before 
I heard a word or got a trace even of that car. It had got lost 
around some junction point for a couple of weeks, and the railroad 
seemed completely at a loss to account for it. What do you think 
of that?” said the manufacturer, and then as if another inspiration 
seized him he belched out: “Why I seat a carload of paper from 
the frontier to Holyoke, Mass., on February 15, and here it is 
March 3 and we have not heard from it yet. In these days of 
modern freight traffic it takes nearly a month to get a car east of 
the Hudson River. I never saw such conditions of New England 
shipments in my extended experience of many years in the paper 
business. And you can’t get any satisfaction out of the roads. 
They say that they send tracers and telegraph and will hunt up 
your car, but that is all the reply you receive to telephone mes- 
sages and letters. Delivery is so slow and freights are so con- 
gested and tangled up that it is hazardous to guarantee any ship- 
ment. I had a newspaper publisher who would not pay my price 
for paper a year ago and who placed his order in the West with 
a reputable mill write me the other day asking if I could ship him 
a few tons of roll paper quickly. He acknowledged that the mill 
which had his order had fallen down on it, and he was up against 
it good and hard. He was willing to pay my price all right, but I 
told him that | could not guarantee shipment, and he would have 
to take chances on receiving it. As he is located in this State he 
will probably get his paper shortly. He now wants to make a 
contract with our mill at my price, but we are not in any hurry 
making contracts for paper delivery. 

“Why, you ask. Well, you see within another month news is 
going up and the price is to be better still. We have been ¥etting 
$2.50 for sheet and $2.40 for rolls the past month. There is not 
much paper in sight. Of course these publishers who have long 
time contracts are fortunate, but a large percentage are looking for 
paper and are trying to make contracts for a long term. They 
see the handwriting on the wall and know that news is bound to 
go higher, for the supply is not in sight. It will take a powerful 
spyglass to discover any surplus of news in the market today. 
The mill men have the situation in hand and if they are wise they 
will profit by it. Of course some of these newspaper publishers 
will rush to their Congressmen and want an ‘investigation’ and 
find out why the paper manufacturers have boosted the price of 
news. They need not take the trouble. They can come right into 
my mill and look over the books and if they du.’t get reasons 
enough for the rise in price I must be a d——n fool. 

“Why since we have put the eight hour trick in force in our 
mill it has increased our payroll for the year from $15,000 to $20,- 
000, and we are not making as much paper as before this system 
was jammed down our throats. Taking the increase in accidents 
and break downs which the new system seems to assist we are los- 
ing money on the old prices of paper. A gang goes on at 7 a. m., 
another at 3 p. m. and another at 11 p.m. The men who went on 
at 7 a. m. one week go on at 11 p. m. the next week and at 3 p. m. 
the third week, so that they have a full variety and get the same 


wages as when they were working twelve hours a day. One ma- 
chine tender may have his machine running in good shape and 
turning off the paper satisfactorily and leave his machine for the 
next eight hour trick man, who generally has to adjust the machine 
to suit his notion and then come breaks and shutdowns until 
he has wasted two or three hours’ time before he has the machine 
running to his satisfaction. That is the reason we are not securing 
the returns on production under the new eight hour trick that 
we had under the old arrangement. Do you wonder that paper 
manufacturers grow gray young. Then there is another item which 
has to be taken into consideration, and that is coal, In 1898 we 
bought our coal at $1.75 a ton. The price has graduaily risen Io 
or 15 cents a ton until now the price is $2.45, with the announce- 
ment that on April 1 it will go up to $2.60 a ton. You can’t tell 
whether you will be able to get any or not even at those figures. 
If we had not put in a big supply in the fall it is doubtful if we 
could get a carload with the present congestion of the traffic now. 
However, Buffalo coal market is pretty well supplied, and I do 
not anticipate any shortage hereabouts. I hear that the mills up 
in the northern part of the State and in Canada are howling for 
coal and want it pretty badly. 

“I think that you can get some idea of the lovely times the 
average paper manufacturer has in pulling his mill through with- 
out going into bankruptcy or .repudiating his notes or making good 
at his bank. If Congress would like to investigate us they can 


send a committee up and take a look at my mill and our books.”

Whittlesey Says He Will Run His Mill Again. 


Winpsor Locks, Conn., March 19, 1907.—Frank H. Whittlesey 
says that he intends to conduct the mill of the Whittlesey Paper 
Company himself now that the courts have decided against the com- 
pany in the suits brought against it. Judgment has been recovered 
by his wife, Mrs. Laura V. Whittlesey, in her suit to recover on 
fifteen notes for $5,000 each, to run for fifteen years, one to be re- 
tired each year. The company was given until last Saturday night 
to pay up, judgment having been given for $78,479, and, as the 
company failed to pay, Mr. Whittlesey took possession Monday for 
his wife. Judgment was also given William Duryea, of New York, 
who sued to recover $15,000 on a bill for goods, and the company is 
in arrears for two years’ taxes to the town. The mill ran last 
week, and it is expected that it will continue running. + 


The Reeves Variable Speed Transmission.

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MAKING SULPHITE LIQUOR—NEW METHOD. 


By a New Patent Process the Major Portion of the Acid Tower 
Is Provided With Staggered Baffle Plates Over Which 
the Liquor Flows From a Reservoir at the Top. 


John Campbell Murray, of Bangor, Me., has invented certain 
new improvements in apparatus for making bisulphite liquor. 
United States patent No. 846,499. Assigned one-third interest to 
George C. Crafts, of Bangor, Me., and one-third to George W. 
Fortier, of Orono, Me. 


The invention consists in the provision of an absorption appa- 
ratus of the tower and baffle plate type of marked simplicity and 
ease of construction and effectiveness of action. The major por- 
tion of the interior of the tower is provided with staggered baffle 
plates over which the lime water takes’a sinuous courge in its 
down flow. At the top of the tower and supplying the liquid to 
these baffle plates is a reservoir in which is maintained a con- 
siderable head of lime water, there being provided a suitable liquid 
inlet for this reservoir. Suitable connection is established between 
the reservoir and the main portion of the interior of the tower, 
this connection being of such nature that a considerable depth of 
liquid is at all times maintained in the reservoir. This provision 
of a unitary tower structure, comprising in its upper portion a 
liquid reservoir and therebeneath a region for causing the de- 
scending liquid to flow in a sinuous course in contact with the gas, 
constitutes a very important phase of the invention and produces 
a piece of apparatus at once extremely simple in construction and 
efficient in operation. Besides the ease with which the tower 
embodying these features may be constructed a further advantage 
is the elimination of any special support for maintaining the reser- 
voir in an elevated position. One of the main objects of said 
reservoir is to provide means for absorbing such of the sulphur 
dioxid gas admitted at the bottom of the tower as is not taken 
up in its rise through the descending lime water, and to this end 
the gas is preferably not allowed to escape freely after reaching 
the upper end of the series of baffles, but is led by suction through 
a siphon shaped pipe into the body of liquid in the reservoir. 

This being the general character of the apparatus, it is the aim 
of the invention to associate such features in a unitary piece of 


apparatus in the simplest and strongest fashion possible, and with 
this end in view the tower consists of a continuous tubular struc- 
ture closed at bottom and top and provided with an imperforate 
partition, completely cutting off the reservoir at the top from the 
major portion of the interior, and with staggered baffle plates dis- 
posed in series beneath said partition and extending to adjacent 
the bottom of the tower. 

One of the features of novelty is the provision of an upright 
wall extending across the top baffle plate parallel to the free 
edge thereof and facing the liquid inlet pipe leading from the 
reservoir above. The top of this wall is at a level higher than 
the discharge end of this pipe, and consequently forms a liquid 
seal for preventing the gas from flowing through this pipe into 
the reservoir and causing it to pass through the siphon shaped 
pipe provided for its eduction into said reservoir. The apparatus 
and mode of its operation are rendered apparent by the accom- 
panying drawings, in conjunction with the following description, 
and in said drawings. Figs. 1 and 2 are vertical sectional views 
through the towerlike apparatus on planes centrally therethrough 
and at right angles to each other. Figs. 3 and 4 are horizontal 
sectional views as taken on the lines 3 3 and 4 4, Fig. 1. 

In the drawings A represents a tower which may be advan- 
tageously of rectangular cross sectional form composed of any 
suitable material, whether wood, concrete, masonry, or otherwise, 
and having a height of from 50 to 100 feet, more or less, according 
to requirements. 

The tower has a top wall a, a bottom closing wall b, and in its 
upper portion suitably below the top wall a another wall or par- 
tition d, whereby an upper chamber B is created, in which may be 
maintained a body or “head” of lime water (“milk of lime,” as it 
is sometimes called), which is supplied thereinto by the lime water 
inlet pipe C, understood as leading from a suitable source of sup- 
ply and having a valve j for regulating the inflow. Leading into 
the lower portion of the tower, preferably somewhat above the 
bottom thereof, is a conduit D for the cooled fumes of burnt 
sulphur (sulphur dioxid), and leading from the lower portion of 
the space within the tower below the point of inlet communica- 
tion of the sulphur gas conduit is a discharge conduit E. Leading 
from the aforesaid upper chamber B at a point somewhat above 
the bottom d of such chamber is a pipe or conduit F, vertically 
arranged and having upper and lower terminal bends, the upper 
one connecting into the chamber B, as aforesaid,,and the lower 
one connecting into the space within an upper portion of the tower, 
but below the bottom of said chamber B. 


Between the lower end of the pipe F, communicating into the 
upper portion of the tower chamber and the point of communica- 
tion into the lower portion of the tower space of the. sulphur gas 
inlet D, are a plurality of baffle plates or riffles g g, the same hav- 
ing edge supports at opposite sides of the tower wall and alter- 
nately edgewise oppositely terminating to leave the spaces fA h, as 
shown, whereby the course for the descending lime water delivered 
from the head thereof in the upper chamber B onto the upper 
one of the baffle plates is tortuous or sinuous, and whereby the 
downwardly gravitatively moving lime water will be distributed 
or spread in its zigzag course quite thoroughly over the surfaces 
of the baffles and throughout great area within the vertical elon- 
gated space in the tower, and the sulphur gas rising from the 
lower portion of the tower and necessarily having a sinuous or 
zigzag course from one side to the other through the spaces h 
and between the baffles or riffles is also thoroughly spread or 
distributed throughout the tower chamber, encountering in sub- 
stantially all of the area therewithin the lime water having the 
manner of descent stated, resulting in the lime water absorbing 
and becoming thoroughly impregnated up to its potentiality there- 
for with the sulphur gas. 

The product—bisulphite liquor, or paper maker’s acid—thus

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ELECTROLYTIC BLEACHING PROCESSES. 


An Outline History of the Various Processes Used, Together 
With Comment on the Relative Merits of the Different Methods 
—The Processes Used in American Mills Referred to. 


ty L. J. Dorenfeldt in Papier-Zeitung. 


Early in 1903 a lively discussion was conducted in the columns 
of the Papier Zeitung between several. advocates of the hy- 
pochlorite process and myself as sole defender of the purely 
electrolytic chlorine and soda process. Inasmuch as electrolytic 
bleaching has again been for several months the order of the 
day, may I again be permitted to break a lance on the side of the 
chlorine and soda process. I desire, however, to preface my re- 
marks with the declaration that this time I desire to abjure from 
the beginning, without argument, the hypochloiite process in all 
cases where the consumption of chloride of lime is less than 700 
tons per annum. Starting with this quantity, I maintain today 
the correctness of the passage of mine printed in No. 7 of the 
Papier Zeitung of 1903, in regard to qn electrolytic process for the 
production of a bleaching fluid, that it can only enter into com- 
petition with a chlorine soda process where common salt, salt 
brine, for instance, is dirt cheap, or where soda produced by 
electrolysis is of no greater value than burned lime. In this con- 
nection I recall the circumstance that the practical and close cal- 
culating Americans have recognized this fact for a number of 
years, and that for this reason no electrolytic bleaching fluid 
process has made headway with them, because the bleached paper 
pulp manufacturers in America, almost without exception, have 
a larger consumption of chloride of lime than 700 tons per annum. 
That the American paper pulp manufacturers have restricted their 
attention almost entirely to the solid process, while the Europeans, 
up to the present time, have bestowed their attention almost as 
exclusively on the hypochlorite process, may also be attributed to 
chance and to the human tendency to imitate, is also probable. 

At the time of my visit to the United States in 1888, George 
Warren Hammond, of the firm of S. D. Warren & Co., Forest 
Paper Mills, was conducting experiments with the Hermite mag- 
nesium hypochlorite process. These experiments failed there, as 
they did everywhere, and the firm of S. D. Warren & Co. subse- 
quently erected, at their Cumberland mills, quite an important 
plant on the Carmichael chlor.-soda principle, with which they 
are still working, and which, at the high prices asked for*chloride 
of lime, is giving very satisfactory results. As the firm in question 
is very influential, their first failure with the hypochlorite process, as 
well as their subsequent success with a chlor.-soda process, acted 
as a guide for their imitative American colleagues. 

In Europe, however, the success of the Kellner cell in Hallein, 
and later in Borregaard, gave a great impetus to the hypochlorite 
process, perhaps less on account of the advantages of the process 
in itself than on account of the exceptionally favorable conditions 
at Hallein, due to the exceedingly cheap salt and proportionately 
low priced water power, and in Borregaard owing to the low 
price of power. The prices of chloride of lime remained for many 
years so high that these first hypochlorite plants have long since 
been wiped out, and with present prices of chloride of lime-cannot 
again be profitably operated. In America it was the same. The 
chlor.-soda process was employed by S. D. Warren & Co., and as 
this firm was always well informed a similar condition was re- 
corded. In Europe Kellner-Partington always paid the high divi- 
dends, made the best goods and had the hypochlorite process, 
nothing but hypochlorite. The firm of S. D. Warren & Co., who, 
on account of the large percentage of salt, could allow their caustic 
soda to run to waste, were probably able to obtain good results 
with a hypochlorite process, while the. Kellner-Partingtons, with 
a good chlor.-soda process and a thorough exhaustion of the soda 


obtained, could probably work much cheaper than with their own 
hypochloritic process. That the electrolytic chlor-soda process 
won such immediate favor in the United States is in large part 
due to the fact that the popular pulp mills there mainly use the 
soda process, and that they have only just taken serious hold of 
this process. They wished by means of electrolysis to replace, not 
only the chemicals used in bleaching but those used in boiling. 
In Europe, however, where, outside perhaps of England, hardly 
any more soda cellulose is produced, they thought little or not at 
all of the soda itself, obtained through electrolysis, because, with 
the sulphite process of manufacture, anti-alkali ideas were un- 
avoidable. Whereas in the United States, acording to my knowl- 
edge, only one exclusively sulphite plant, the largest in the world, 
namely, that of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company, of Berlin 
Falls, practices the production of a portion of their bleaching ma- 
terial by electrolysis, and if the truth is known, according to a 
secret chlor.-soda process. ‘here is in Europe only one cellulose 
making establishment working according to the sulphate of soda 
method, i. ec. that of Billingsfors, in Sweden, that produces its 
bleaching material electrolytically and that by a _ hypochlorite 
process. The contrast between America and Europe in the de- 
velopment and in the employment of the electrolytic process is 
of the most pronounced character 

When, at the beginning of my possibly unduly protracted his- 
torical introduction, | undertook to exclude from the use of the 
hypochlorite process the entire field below an annual consump- 
tion of 700 tons of chloride of lime, this was by no means prompted 
by an underestimation of the hypochlorite electrolysis. On the con- 
trary, | am of the opinion that it is just the small plants, in order 
to enable them to withstand the oppressive competition of the 
great producers, that should naturally turn their attention to the 
production of special qualities. With the help of the hypochlo- 
rite process, under otherwise favorable circumstances, an excel- 
lent field of activity is still open to them. With wholesale produc- 
tion, wherein to a certain extent there is no longer the effort to 
produce a good article at lowest cost, but rather the best goods 
at an increased cost of manufacture, the hypochlorite process, 
taking one consideration with another, appears to be too expensive 
to use. 

For this reason Engineer Ahlin, formerly manager of the Swe- 
dish factory at Billingsfors, as a result of his many years’ labor 
in the works there, following the establishments at Hallein and 
Borregaard, the largest hypochlorite plant in the World, gives us 
the impartial and thorough information in No. 28 of the Papier 
Zeitung for 1903, to the effect that 1,000 kilogrammes of chloride 
of lime substitute (with only 3.35 per cent. of chlorine) would 
cost, with common salt at 1.50 marks and power at 50 marks per 
horse power, and 300 working days, 79.42 marks. He has allowed 
for interest, depreciation and repairs only 15 per cent., calculated 
at 22.50 marks. Inasmuch as 15 per cent. can be deducted for in- 
terest and depreciation, a few marks should be added for repairs. 
In No. 33, 1902, Mr. Ahlin reckoned the cost of 1,000 kilogrammes 
of chloride of lime substitute at 103.25 marks, with salt at 2 marks 
per 100 kilogrammes, power at 75 marks per horse power and 300 
working days. The Schuckert process works out much cheaper. 

For the Kellner process, Victor Englehart, in his monograph, 
“Hypochlorite and Electrical Bleaching,” page 168, in Table XXXI, 
quotes 1 kilogramme of effective chlorine, with salt at 1 pfennig per 
kilogramme, and the kilowatt hour costing 1 pfennig and closely 
calculated, favorable operating conditions, at 21.7 pfennigs. Power 
at 50 marks per horse power in 300 days corresponds very closely 
with 1 pfennig per kilowatt hour. Reckoning 1.5 pfennig for the 
salt, instead of 1 pfennig, the proportion in the two processes will 
be exactly the same}and we find that the net cost, with the Kell- 
ner process, will be 82.80 marks per 1,000 kilogrammes of chlo- 
ride of lime substitute, with 33.5 per cent. of chlorine. This in-

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cludes an allowance of 10 per cent. for sinking fund, but nothing 
for interest. Calculating interest at 5 per cent. gives an addition 
of 7.79 marks, making the chloride of lime cost the cellulose fac- 
tory, under these favorable conditions as to power, 90.79 marks 
per 1,000 kilogrammes. Inasmuch, however, as in Scandinavia 36 
to 37 per cent. chloride of lime—of which, according to Ahlin’s 
repeated assertions, 335 kilogrammes equal 1,000 kilogrammes of 
hypochlorite chlorine in efficiency—can be purchased at prices rang- 
ing from 80 to 95 marks, there is certainly only small inducement 
for the erection of new hypochlorite plants. The old plants, oper- 
ated at the time of the old high prices of chloride of lime, can 
obtain 1,000 kilogrammes of chloride of lime, at the favorable prices 
quoted for power and salt, for 67.42 marks, and under such condi- 
tions it is easy to see that hypochlorite bleaching will be ahead. 
Many things conspire to this belief. 

If, however, we reckon the kilowatt hour at 2 pfennigs, which 
would be exceedingly cheap power for German paper pulp fac- 
tories, 1,000 kilogrammes of chloride of lime substitute, according 
to the figures given by Engelhart, would cost in a new Kellner 
plant 12285 marks. According to the figures recently given by 
Ahlin in the Wochenblatt fur Papierfabrékation, in which he quotes 
from 7 to 84 kilowatt hours and 5.5 kilogrammes of salt per kilo- 
gramme of hypochlorite chlorine, 1,000 kilogramems of chloride of 
lime substitute, according to the Schuckert process, will cost, in 
round figures, 105 marks. This is really more favorable than the 
result figured out by Engelhart for the Kellner process; but the 
chloride of lime prices, which show a constantly lower tendency, 
offer an altogether superior attraction. 

In turning now from the hypochlorite process to the electrolytic 
process of producing chlorine and soda, I desire to state in ad- 
vance that I have not considered the question from the standpoint 
of the electro-chemist, which I am sorry to say I am not, but 
solely as a business man and-a paper pulp manufacturer. Of the 
processes tried in Europe on a large scale, only four can be taken 
into consideration, namely, those of Griesheim-Electron, of Aus- 
sig, of Castner-Kellner, and of Hargreaves-Bird. The two first 
named I shall at once eliminate, as they cannot become well 
enough known and cannot be bought for money; the third, the 
Castner-Kellner process, working with mercury amalgamation, no 
paper pulp manufacturer would have any use for. 

That process, which can be operated without danger only as a 
special process under the constant supervision of expert electro- 
chemists, would too readily lead to very serious deficiencies., 

There remains, therefore, of the known European processes only 
that of Hargreaves-Bird available for competition with the Ameri- 
can processes. First of all, we must not overlook the fact that the 
Hargreaves-Bird cell has been subjected to exhaustive tests by 
prominent experts, among whom I may particularly mention 
Messrs. Cross and Bevan, all of whom speak in terms of the warm- 
est praise of the qualifications of the cell from a purely electro- 
chemical standpoint. The only adverse criticism is rather of a 
commercial character, and concerned the use of the cell in the 
production of carbonate in place of caustic soda. To this circum- 
stance we may possibly attribute the fact that the plant installed 
according to the Hargreaves-Bird method for the Electrolytic 
Alkali Company, in Middlewich, England, has not attained a_dis- 
tinctive success, and in comparison with the caustic soda producing 
outfit of the Castner-Kellner Company, has not turned out very 
favorably. 

According to my thorough knowledge of the Middlewich con- 
ditions, there are other factors that influence the average yearly 
results. For the employment of this process in the manufacture 
of cellulose, the production of carbonate in place of caustic soda 
does not entail any special disadvantage, but is rather, in various 
respects, a direct benefit. All factories that work according to the 
soda process are equipped with caustifying apparatus, and the cost 
of caustification of the ca-borate of soda obtained is merely nomi- 


nal and confined to the outlay for the necessary lime. To the 
sulphite cellulose factories, which only use the soda solution for the 
production of a bisulphite lye, it is immaterial whether the soda 
is caustic or carbonate, and for those sulphite cellulose factories 
that evaporate the soda solution and sell the soda, the caustic soda 
for the relatively small quantities in question might give rise to 
complications in the working conditions, whereas for the carbonate 
of soda the simplest evaporating and recrystallizing apparatus 
would suffice. 

The caustic soda produced by the process at the command of 
the American paper pulp manufacturers has up to the present time 
by no means answered the expectations of the manufacturers in 
that country. In all the instances that came under my notice the 
caustic soda solution contained altogether too much saline matter 
to be used in the soda cellulose factories without previous evapora- 
tion and separation of the salt, the salt proving injurious to the 
masonry of calcining furnaces. For this reason, as above stated, 
the soda solution obtained by electrolysis has been allowed to run 
to waste; hence my remark that the firm of S. D. Warren & Co., 
with mills in the State of Maine, were just as well off with their 
hypochlorite plant, 

The diaphragm process of Messrs. Hargreaves and Bird: yields, 
as proved by the analysis of Messrs. Cross and Bevan, a soda 
solution so poor in common salt that it can be employed in the 
manufacture of cellulose without being freed from salt. This cir- 
cumstance, as well as the great simplicity, certainty in operation 
and producing capacity of the cell, was until now decisive for me 
when I had to select specially for the paper manufacturers at Berlin 
the best process for the electrolytic production of bleaching ma- 
terial. 

This opinion of mine has been verified by one of the largest 
paper and cellulose producing establishments in the United States, 
a concern having an annual consumption of 12,000 to 13,000 tons 
of chloride of lime and 4,500 tons of carbonate of soda per year. 
Still more decisive evidence of the working results furnished by 
numerous colleagues using the process being received, this large 
and well informed firm decided on the erection of a sixteen cell 
installation on the Hargreaves-Bird system. This plant, large 
enough for 1,000 to 1,100 tons of chloride of lime substitute per 
year, was started up in January of this year (1906), and in a six 
months’ competitive test with a specially selected American process, 
to which the Hargreaves-Bird sixteen cell plant was Subjected, it 
was brilliantly satisfactory. Not only has the test plant been since 
accepted, but the company in question commenced some time ago 
the construction of other cells, and in several letters to me, of 
which the originals are at your disposal, I am informed of the 
great satisfaction they are giving the West Virginia Pulp and 
Paper Company, so that several months ago that concern ordered 
another sixteen cell Hargreaves-Bird plant, which will probably 
be started up at the commencement of next year (1907). These 
gentlemen had already made experiments with one of the leading 
hypochlorite processes, but did not find it satisfactory. 

As I have already referred to the calculations formulated in 
1872 by Messrs. Cross and Bevan, which were published by Lunge 
in Part III of his handbook, and showed the cost of electrolysis, 
a calculation that holds good today, I now come to the presentation 
of the cost of a 1,000 ton chloride of lime plant, according to the 
Hargreaves-Bird system for paper pulp manufacturers. I have 
also made use, in my compilation, of monthly reports from the 
American plant at Piedmont, and have adopted, for its basis, in 
discussing the hypochlorite process, the prices quoted for power 
and salt, reckoning coal, with eight times evaporating power, at 
1.50 marks, and burne& lime at 2 marks per 100 kilogrammes. 

The complete installation with buildings, sixteen cells, salt dis- 
solving tanks, lime furnaces, chloride of lime absorbers, etc., cost 
about 90,000 marks.

With electric power at 2 pfennings per kilowatt hour, the power 
would cost 40,000 marks in place of 20,000 marks, increasing the 
total expense to 98,000 marks. 

As the 1,000 tons of 35 to 37 per cent. chloride of lime, in solu- 
tion, all ready for use, compared with commercial chloride of lime, 
was unquestionably of at least 10 per cent. higher value, it would 
have with chloride of lime at 10 marks per 100 kilogrammes a 
value of 110,000 marks 
To this must be added the value of the 550 tons of 

carbonate of soda, produced as solution. In a soda 

cellulose factory we could reckon this as worth at 
least 7 marks per 100 kilogrammes, which would 
give a total value of 38,500 marks 
148,500 marks 

With power at 1 pfenning per kilowatt hour, there remains a 
net profit of 70,500 marks; with power at 2 pfennings per kilowatt, 
50,500 marks remain; 1,000 kilogrammes of chloride of lime sub- 
stitute cost, therefore, 3.60 marks or 3.50 marks. 

In the case of sulphite pulp factories, the conditions as to the 
utilization of the soda solution are not quite as favorable. From 
the start, we can reckon for the soda the value of an equal quantity 
of limestone, which at 1 mark per 100 kilogrammes would give us 
5,500 marks; but to this according to my experience, a consid- 
erable sum may be added for the saving in chloride of lime and 
improvement in quality obtained by boiling with sodium bisulphite. 
Inasmuch as regarding wholesale production, in speaking of the 
hypochlorite process, | considered it advisable to avoid mention of 
improvement in quality, there remains for the Hargreaves-Bird 
process only the saving in chloride of lime, which I venture to 
estimate as at least 20 per cent. The value of the 200 tons of 
chloride of lime I am justified in placing at the full market price— 
20,000 marks. 

At 1 pfenning per kilowatt hour, the product will have a total 
value of 135,000 marks, and there remains a net profit of 57,000 
marks and the 1,000 kilogrammes of chloride of lime substitute 
costs 48 marks. At 2 pfennings per kilowatt hour there remains 
a profit of 37,000 marks and the 1,000 kilogrammes of chloride of 
lime substitute costs us 66 marks. 

If my figures as to the saving in chloride of lime are questioned, 
there is nothing left to be done but to evaporate the soda solution 
and sell the crystallized soda thus obtained. This Yoes not cost 
more than 25 marks per 1,000 kilogrammes. Reckoning 98 per 
cent. of carbonate of soda and a selling price of 65 marks per 1,000 
kilogrammes at the factory, there remain for the 550 tons a sur- 
plus of 22,000 marks. The total value will therefore be, under the 
least favorable conditions, 132,000 marks, compared with working 
expenses 78,000 marks or 98,000 marks. Even at 2 pfennings per 
kilowatt hour, we have for 1,100 tons of chloride of lime substi- 
tute, under the most unfavorable conditions conceivable, a net gain 
of 34,000 marks, and for 1,000 kilogrammes of chloride of lime 
substitute a net cost of 70 marks, whereas the most favorable 
result obtainable with the hyposulphite process shows 105 marks. 

I believe that I have furnished proof that the Hargreaves-Bird 
process excels all existing hypochlorite processes in regard to 
competitive merit with commercial chloride of lime. This is the 
more readily comprehensible when we remember that in the most 
satisfactory hyposulphite process, that of Schuckert-Ahlin, with 
1,100 tons of chloride of lime substitute, the consumption of salt 
is 1,440 tons greater than the quantity guaranteed in the Har- 
greaves-Bird process, and that the Schuckert, as well as the 
Kellner process, requires 450 horse power, where 250 horse power 
suffices for Hargreaves-Bird, and, further, that the soda obtained 
from this process, under the most unfavorable conditions, more 
than covers the cost of lime and coal.

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CAUSES OF SPECKS IN PAPER. 


The Three Principal Causes Classified—The Spots Are Often 
So Much Alike That Only a Chemical or Microscopical Ex- 
amination Will Distinguish Them—Knowledge of Causes. 


Even the most carefully made paper is liable to contain tiny 
specks, which must be regarded as unavoidable, says G. Dalen 
in Papier Zeitung. As long as they are inconspicuous or so rare 
that they can be got rid of by the rejection of a few sheets it 
is of no practical importance to ascertain their cause. Sometimes, 
however, the specks are both conspicuous and numerous, so much 
so as seriously to affect the sale of the paper. In such cases it 
is of great moment to ascertain their causes, so as to discover 
means for their prevention. These causes are very numerous, 
and specks of very different origin are often so much alike that 
only chemical or microscopical investigation will distinguish them. 
Once the composition of the speck has been ascertained it is often 
possible to infer its cause, but it is also often essential to know 
the local conditions under which the paper was produced, and 
the nature of the manufacturing process, to show at what stage 
of the manufacture the specks entered or to what defect in the 
raw material they owe their origin. 

The present article is designed to supply a complete review 
of the various specks known to occur in paper. Paper specks 
can be classified in three main groups: 

(a) Those appearing darker than the paper by reflected and 
lighter than it by transmitted light. 

(b) Those appearing darker, or of a different color from the 
paper, by both kinds of light. 

(c) Those invisible, or barely visible, in the freshly made 
paper, but which are developed in the subsequent processes. 

The first group includes rosin and grease marks, scum and sand 
marks, and knots in the fibre, and also specks due to minute 
pieces of silicified or calcified vegetable cells or of starch granules 
due to defective preparation of the pulp. 

The second includes iron, bronze, lead, carbon, dye, sealing 
wax and rubber stains, as well as dyed fibres, splinters of wood 
and straw, husks of cotton seeds and mold stains. 

The third comprises knotted fibre, residues of bleaching powder 
or calcium sulphite, of starch, iron, rosin, grease and sand, and 
also small pieces of filling materials and woody fibre. Rosin 
specks are known by being removed, or at least losing in trans- 
parency, when treated with ether. They often develop the char- 
acteristic odor of rosin when touched with a hot wire. If the 
stain is not entirely removed by ether, the remainder generally 


contains iron, and also bodies of unknown origin which dissolve 


to a brown solution in caustic soda. There may be also a white 
nucleus consisting of clotted fibre or of mineral matter, such as 
gypsum, kaolin, etc. In the former case the fibres can be sepa- 
rated by caustic soda, and examined microscopically. Rosin stains 
come either from the wood pulp or from the size. In the former 
case they are usually larger and more irregular, and less soluble 
in alcohol or ether than when they come from the size; but ex- 
ceptions occur, and if there is no information about the manu- 
facture or the raw materials used, it may be impossible to ascribe 
the true origin. If, however, the stains are found to contain 
gypsum or calcium sulphite, they can generally be put down safely 
to the wood pulp. 

Grease specks are very similar to rosin stains, but are usually 
more sharply outlined, and unremovable by cold alcohol. The 
grease dissolves in ether or benzine, and the stain loses its trans- 
parency; but the presence of copper or iron generally makes it- 
self seen after the grease has been removed. The stains gen- 
erally come from the lubricators of the Hollander rolls or other 
machinery. 


Scum specks are mostly small depressions, which are some- 
times surrounded by a raised ring. In smoothed paper this ring 
is often somewhat more transparent than the enclosed space, 
and in rare cases has a different color from the rest of the paper. 
As these stains are due to frothing during sizing, the ring, which 
is caused by the bursting of a bubble, sometimes contains rosin. 
There is, however, a number of stains showing no specially char- 
acteristic features, which are called scum marks. Whether they 
are or are not due to frothing is very rarely ascertainable by 
examination of the finished paper. 

Sand stains include those due to grains of sand, fragments of 
mica and similar bodies. They also include marks, which, al- 
though they contain no foreign bodies, are caused by mineral 
particles imbedded in the rollers. In this case the marks are re- 
peated at regular intervals. Stains actually containing sand, etc., 
are inconspicuous by reflected light, and, if the sand is white 
or nearly so, also by transmitted light. ‘The holes made by grain 
imbedded in the rollers are very plain by both sorts of light. 
The holes are nearly always irregular. The sand may come 
from the mill water. from the wood pulp (i. e., from the grind- 
stones), or from filling materials. If some grains can be isolated, 
which is best done by drawing the paper over a sharp edge, the 
microscope will usually reveal their origin. Grains of felspar or 
mica usually come from filling materials, and those of quartz 
from the water or the grindstone. To make quite sure, the filling 
materials ought to be examined. There is one special kind of 
sand mark which occurs in pairs. The pair is due to two grains, 
one imbedded in the upper calender bowl, the other in the lower, 
in such relative positions that they make their marks close 
together.

made may be drawn off through the outlet pipe E into a tank or 
otherwise to be available for use in the making of paper pulp. 

It will be noticed that some of the baffle plates g are shown as 
horizontal, while others thereof are reversely downwardly inclined, 
and the apparatus has been constructed with the baffles in this 
arrangement with satisfactory results; but a greater number or all 
of the baffles may be horizontally arranged or they may be ar- 
ranged inclined, accordingly as a retarded or comparatjvely rapid 
descent of the lime water is desired. The top baffle plate g is 
provided with an upstanding wall g*, which extends across the 
plate parallel to its free edge, being disposed facing the lower end 
of the pipe F. As this wall rises above such end of the pipe there 
is formed a liquid seal at the rear portion of this plate, which 
effectually prevents the upflowing gas from taking the wrong course 
to the reservoir B. 

A siphon shaped pipe G connects the upper enclosed chamber B 
with the portion of the space in the tower near and below the 
bottom of such chamber, the return bent or U-shaped portion of 
this pipe G rising above the level at which the lime water would 
ever be maintained in the chamber B, and the part i of this siphon 
shaped pipe may enter the chamber below the normal lime water 
level or above the same. 

J represents a suction pipe having communication with the upper 
portion of the chamber B, through which a comparatively gentle 
suction is maintained by any suitable means, that herein indi- 
cated being a steam jet pipe j, having its delivery nozzle 7* upwardly 
directed in the suction pipe J. The object of the suction pipe J 
and the siphon shaped pipe G is to afford means for causing an 
upward progression of ayy remnants or surplus of the sulphur gas 
(which on reaching the portion of the tower space above the 
highest baffles may not have become absorbed by the falling lime 
water) within and to be absorbed by the head of lime water in 
the upper chamber B in the tower.

PAPER.—The general impression in the paper trade this week 
was that the upward march in prices on all grades of paper had 
nearly reached its limit. This belief was especially strong among 
the more conservative of the dealers. They state that the last 
general advance in prices has had the effect of stifling new 
business to some This curtailment in the demand was 
quite noticeable this week, and the majority of the jobbers were 
willing to admit that sales were smaller in volume than they 
have been during the past few weeks. The manufacturers do not 
seem to share the general opinion of the dealers with regard to 
the present market situation. This is probably due to the fact 
that most of the mills have a large number of orders booked 
ahead, and some of them are even refusing to accept orders for 
the time being. With the mills in such a prosperous condition 
the depression, if there has really been any, has not been noticed 
by the manufacturers. More advances are scheduled by the 
manufacturers. Another advance in Box Board prices may be 
announced this week. The Book and Paper Bag manufacturers 
are contemplating further advances in the near future. The

Spanish Paper Trust. 

The Spanish paper trust includes twelve factories, with twenty- 
seven machines and forty-three vats, but there are many inde- 
pendent concerns outside the combination. With a view to getting 
the latter to join, the trust is proposing export bounties, limita- 
tion of production and other measures. It is proposed for the 
general meetings of shareholders to fix the prices at which the 
members’ product would be sold to the trust, as well as the sell- 
ing prices of the latter to consumers. Each member would have 
to put up $2,000 as security for keeping his engagements. 


Forming Flexible Bands Across Sheets of Paper. 

Rolla L. Crain, of Ottawa, Canada, has been granted United 
States patent No. 846,011 for a new machine for forming flexible 
bands across sheets of paper. 

The invention relates to a machine for treating sheets of paper 
to be used in loose leaf binders for the purpose of rendering an 
integral portion or band of each sheet more flexible than the re- 
mainder, whereby when the binder is opened the sheet will bend 
along this band and lie flat against the cover. The general object 
of the invention is to provide a machine of this character which 
will operate with great rapidity and will not in any way mar the 
sheets of paper passing therethrough. The specific object of the 
invention is to provide a machine for quickly and economically 
carrying out the improved method of treating sheets of paper for 
the purpose above specified, and which consists in forming a 
parallel series of corrugations across a portion of the sheet, then 
reversing the corrugations and flattening the sheet. 

The above operation is carried out by passing the sheets through 
three sets of rollers, the first set forming a series of corrugations, 
the second set reversing the corrugations, and the third set 
smoothing them out.

John A. New, Paper Maker, Retires.

Hotyoxe, Mass., March 18, 1907.—After twenty-nine years of 
continuous service in the Bay State mill of Zenas & W. M. 
Crane at Dalton, John A. New retired from active work on last 
Saturday night. He was a foreman in the rag rooms, but is a 
thorough paper maker and understands the trade in all its branch- 
es. By birth he is an Englishman, having been bogn in Cumber- 
land County, England, in 1830, which place he hope$to visit dur- 
ing the coming summer. He came to America when twenty-nine 
and went direct to South Lee, which at that period seemed to hold 
some attraction for paper makers from across the water, as many 
well known workmen have started in the business in this country in 
that town. In the case of Mr. New his location in South Lee was 
caused by his brother being engaged in work there, as assistant 
postmaster. Mr. New lost his right arm in the mill of Mann & 
Laflin in the late 60's. The mill was situated at Ballston Spa, 
N. Y., and was burned about 1870. He then went to work in 
Unionville, Conn., as foreman in the mill of Delaney & Munson, but 
a year later went to Dalton for the second time to enter the employ 
of the Cranes, where ha has since been. He is one of the oldest 
Free Masons in this section, having been a member for forty-five 
years and one of the charter members of the Dalton Lodge. He 
has a wife and four children living in Dalton, and hopes to spend 
his remaining years with them.
